BLAME NORTH BAY MATRICIDE 
ON DETECTIVE ‘‘THRILLERS” 

‘‘Trene read too many _ thrillers. 
She filled her head with them, and 
they made ler do this thing,’’ said 
W. F. Foster, father of the 15-year- 
old girl who Monday confessed to 
police that she had killed her mother 
with a hatchet following a dispute 
over the daughter’s keeping com- 
pany with a boy she loved. 

At the inquest held Monday night, 
into the death of Mrs. Foster, Irene 
declared she had killed her mother 
when the latter remonstrated with 
her for keeping company with a boy 
friend at suchea tender age. 

Interviewed today, Mr. Foster said 
his daughter, the youngest member 
of the family imagined herself in 
the role of a ‘‘Bad Girl’’ in a detec- 
tive thriller. ; 

The father described the anxious 
periods his wife and himself had ex- 
perienced in rearing the girl who had 
been a partial invalid since birth. 

‘(She has suffered since she was 4 
baby. She had trouble with her ears 
and teeth and although she is now 
past fifteen years of age she had 
not cut her second teeth.’’ 

Mr. Foster said he did not think 
Irene’s explanation of the quarrel 
between herself and mother was truc. 
The youth’s name had never been 
mentioned in the family to his know- 
ledge, he said. 

‘‘T do not believe there is a boy by 
that name,’’ Mr. Foster added. 

But there is a boy ‘‘by that name’”’ 
and in an interview he confided: 
‘*‘She was not really my sweetheart. 
We were just pals who could go 
skating together. Sometimes a 
show.” He said the girl had seem- 
ed ‘‘kind of queer the last few 
days.’”
